INDING, that my laſt Letter concernins the Siege of Landaw, with 

mt Obſervatioas thereupon has not been diſliked, wherein on this As-

 Diſcharging my ſelf of that Debt, endtavour'd in this preſent Scheme (which 15 
an Abſtract of my Scheme for next Campaigns Service, delivered to a Miniſter of 
State the 2ath of Sept. laſt, with ſome Alterations, Omiſſions and Additions ac- 
cording to the preſent State of Aﬀairs) to propoſe according to my mean Capacity 
ach ways, whereby thoſe Ends may be attained, and in particular this Nation 
ſpeedily freed of this Chargeable Mar; Which I preſent herewith to this Moſt 
Honourable Board, not as perfect and infallible, but as a ruff Draught, that 
wants to be refined and poliſb'd by Wiſer and more Senſible Heads, and to give 
only Occaſion to further Thoughts ; wherein if any thing ſhould be found, where- 
by the Pablick may reap any Benefit, it will be all the Satisfaction imaginable to 2 
th Author, who thinks, that he cannot beſtow the Remainder of hu perhaps 
very ſhort Life better, than for the Good of the Publick.

Seaſon will permit, to Savoy, And looking over the conditions of the Treaty on both 
ſides, which are firſt on the fide of the Empepor, that before any further proceedings 
the Hungarians ſhould acknowledge the breach of their Oath, lay down their Arms, 
and reſtore the Fort Czhaw, and the Menntain, Towns, retire out of all Upper Hun- 
gary, and an other Territory of 60 Miles in length; on the fide of the Male Contents. 
that before they would ever condeſcend to any ſuch Terms, they would venture their 
Lives. ( 2.) That Affairs ſhould be reſtored upon the ſame footing, as in King An- 
arew's time, who agreed to a Charter, that whenever a Prince broke in upon the Funda- 
mental Conſtitution, they might take Arms aud Depoſe hiw. ( 3. ) That after the Death 
Fs of the King of the Koran, the Kingdom ſhould be Elective. ( 4.) The Principality of 
4 JTiuyanſilvania ſhould be ſettled upon Prince Ragotzky and his Heirs, ( 1 ) The Office of 
" Palatine of Hungary ſhould be conferred upon Connt Berezini; I find both Parties are 
in one Reſpect or other in the wrong; and therefore, as long as both Parties ſtand up-
